will be ready to answer fatigue call 
at 6.10 a. m. 


The army "setting-up drill1 seems a 


strenuous way of beginning th» d«y 
to some beginners, but the men of 
camp experience scon learn to apprec- 
iate its benfflts. It works off all th« 
sluggishness and heaviness of sle»p 
and sets the blood into active circu- 
lation. The man- who has come limp- 
ing sleepily from his tent, shivering 
in the cool morning air and wishing 
more than anything else that he.could 
turn back to his blanket, is trans- 
formed in five minutes to a being of 
vigor ready to tackje anything in 
camp. The fatigue detail ftnds its 
short task easy after this invigorat- 
ing exercise and only those who are 
really knocked out feel like showing 
up at ths first sergeant's tent when 
?ick call sounds at 6.30. The church, 
call will be sounded in the regiments 
between 6 30 and 6.35, and the men 
will assemble for brief exercises, con- 
sisting mostly of music, before march- 
ing to breakfast when the mess call 
and assembly sounds at 6.45. 


Mess call for dinner, followed by

provement society was held on Wed- 
nesday evening in Peirce hall. There 
was a. large attendance of members 
and much enthusiasm was displayed. 
President Hazlett presided over the 
meeting. 


The platform was decorated with 


flowers, potted plants and rugs and 
presented a raost atractive appear- 
ance. 


An Interesting address on the sub- 


ject of ciyic improvement 'Was deliv- 
ered by Sylvester Baxter, of Boston. 
Mr. Baxter spoke entertainingly and 
with a thorough knowledge of the sub- 
ject and' his discourse called forth 
prolonged applause. 


Rev. Lucius H. Thayer, Rev. Fr. 


P. J. Pinnegan and Alderman George 
A. Wood also spoke and the remarks 
of all of them were greeted with ev- 
ery demonstration of approval. 


All the speakers dwelt with espec- 


ial emphasis on the necessity of uni- 
ted and persevering effort. The value 
of clean and well kept strets was al- 
so touched upon and the need of an 
awakening of public spirit was forci- 
bly brought out. 


The report of the secretary, Rev. 


Alfred Gooding, which is appended, 
was of a very encouraging nature. It 
furnished ample proof that the work 
of the society during the past year 
has been well done. 


Report Of The Secretary. 


The secretary of the Improvement 


association begs to submit the follow- 
ing report: 


During the past year the executive 


committee has held six meetings for 
the consideration, of business. At its 
first meeting, June 11, 1902, a set of 
by-laws was adopted, subject to the 
approval of" the association. 


Early in July several hundred cop- 


ies of a circular were distributed, 
calling the attention of citizens to 
the untidy condition of the streets 
and urging them to avoid scattering 
waste paper and other rubbish.. To 
contribute to the cause of 
public 


neatness, your committee purchased 
six large rubbish tubs, and afterwards 
four more, and 
had 
them 
placed 


around town at points where the need 
of them seemed most obvious^ Exper- 
ience has proved the usefulness of 
these receptacles. 


IB the course of the summer a 


good deal of work was done toward 
abolishing the chief nuisance of the* 
town. The shores of the South' pond 
had long been a place of "deposit for 
a heterogeneous collection of rubbish, 
offensive alike to the eye and the 
nose. Your committee employed men 
to remove this filth and with the aid 
of the street department, the shores 
of the pond were made comparative- 
ly clean. For the first time in many- 
years the passer-by beheld the origi- 
nal ground upon which, had accumu- 
lated innumerable strata of 
varied 


refuse from a .tin can to a leather 
bed. Permanently clean, and attrac- 
tive, however, the place can never be 
so long as the upper part of it Is used 
as a dumping ground.

A Statement Of The Weather 
And 


Crop Conditions Of New England. 


United States department of agri- 


culture, climate and crop bulltin of 
the weather bureau, New England 
section, for the week ending Monday, 
June 8: 


The week has, in some respects, 


been a repetition of those immediate- 
ly preceding it. There was an ab- 
sence of precipitation until Sunday. 
Low minimum temperatures were al- 
so reported, and excessive amount of 
sunshine. 


Temperature—The maximum tem- 


peratures of the week reached above 
80 degrees, while the minimum read- 
ings were below freezing in many in- 
itances. Frost occurred generally on 
the morning of the 5th, causing some 
lajiage. At Boston the mean, was 64 
iegrees, 4 degrees above last week's 
tnd one deg.ee above the 31 
year 


normal. The highest mean recorded 
:or any corresponding week is 73 de- 
srees in 1899, and the lowest, 55 de- 
grees in 1881. The mean for the dis- 
trict was 60 degrees, 3 degrees above 
last week's, 2 degrees above that of 
18902, one degree below 1901, and 3 
degrees below 1900.

A laboring man with whom vre were 


talking the other day told us that his

rows and do all the cultivating of the 
different kinds of vegetables \\ith n 
cultivator. This plan makes a real 
pleasure of caring for the garden and 
enables one to always have the weeds 
under perfect control. 


Nearly all the forty-four separate aiiu 


individual stinks associated with the 
fancy brands of foreign made cheese 
are now successfully counterfeited in 
this country, and then we have four or 
five that are purely indigenous which 
cannot be found in Europe. 


Every farmer should of course be 


ablo to write his own name, but in the 
learning how he should also learn how 
not to write it on any document pre- 
sented to him by a stranger. It may be 
a tough looking old signature, but it is 
like enough good for .>30U at the bank. 


Some queer thin its happen down east 


as well as in the wild and woolly west. 
In a small eastern town not long since 
a ball was given tbe proceeds of which 
wort- to be devoted to the purchase of a 
hearse. This was a literal exposition of 
a once famous picture, "The Dance of 
Death." 


The bieae'-t crop of corn ever raised 


in this country was in the year 18.S9. 
when, competing for a prize offered by 
an eastern farm papei. a man in South 
Carolina produced 300 bushels of kiln 
dried corn from one acre- of land 
He 


received SoOO prize money from the 
paper and another .$.">()() from the South 
Carolina state board of agriculture as 
a reward. 


It is not alone right, but it pays, to 


be humane and decent, ns evidenced 
by the tact that those cattle men on the 
range who made- pro\i-,ion for the food 
,in>! shelter of tin ir Hocks and herds 
dining the blizzards of the past v, inter 
suffered little or no loss, w hile their 
neighbors who lot their stock take tlie 
chances huve suffered an enormous 
loss, in some cases as much as 73 per 
cent of their herds. 


The agricultural department of the 


government is advocating the use of 
goats as milk producers. Tho advan- 
tages claimed are that a milk goat may 
be kept where a cow cannot, that it 
will eat food which a cow will not, that 
it is inimnno from tuberculosis and 
that its milk is richer than cows' milk 
and possesses certain medicinal vir- 
tues. The best of the breed will give 
from two to four quarts of milk daily. 


Take u series of years, and the man 


who raises some kind of stock—horses, 
cattle, sheep, hotrs, poultry—will make 
twice as much from his farm ab will 
the man who raises farm products- 
grains, hay and roots-to sell. And not 
only this. The stock raiser will be con- 
stantly adding to Ihe fertility o£ his 
farm, while the other man will just as 
surely be n<ipo\ ensiling his. This is 
one of the ton agricultural command- 
ments and should be learned by heart 
and heeded by all. 


This man had a large farm, (ind on 


it was a pasture well seeded to white 
clover, lie had a hired man A\ ho was 
rated as not kno\\ ing any more thni> 
the law allowed. When the man sug- 
gested that tho pasture be mowed and 
the clover saved for seed the farmer

having obtained permission to cut 


It on his own account, sold twenty-six 
bushels of seed at *S per bushel tho 
farmer concluded that a hired man 
might know something after all.

that there will be plenty of chances for 
them all in these different lines of busi- 
ness — that is, if th'-y grow from nice 
bojs into honorable and ambitioua 
young men. In order to do this they 
must make the most of the opportuni- 
ties which come their way. They should 
read and study and work hard to know 
all they can. Hooks and papers are 
very cheap; use the spare time reading. 
Think and observe as you work; lots 
can be thus learned. Do some experi- 
menting in a small way— plant a tree, 
care for a small garden patch, raise a 
pig or some chickens, try some new 
kinds of plants or flowers, and while 
you do these things find out all you can 
about them and try to do well what 
you attempt to do. Tbe men who em- 
ploy labor today are becoming more 
and more particular as to the kind of 
boy they want to take into their em- 
ploy and train for a business. The boy 
or young man who smokes cigarettes, 
plays poker, drinks intoxicating liquor, 
who takes no interest in his employer's 
business aside from drawing his wages, 
stands a mighty poor show, for busi- 
ness men do not want this sort around. 
It Is the steady, faithful, industrious 
and reliable boy who is wanted, and he 
does not have to be very smart in or- 
der to get into a good place. If you 
want to be an engineer on the fast mail 
or run a big store or have plenty of cli- 
ents and patrons seeking your services 
as a lawyer or a physician by the time 
you are forty, you have got to lay the 
groundwork for such success between 
fifteen and twenty -five, for it is almost 
impossible to make a successful man 
out of a scad of a boy. The scads be- 
come loafers, drunkards, beats, crimi- 
nals, while the good boys make tbe 
good men. 


THE TRAINED FACULTIES, 


We want to say a word about what 


we call the knack of turning off work. 
In employing labor we find that there is 
tlie man who will turn off a lot of work 
and riot half do it; then there is the one 
who does his work so well, but accom- 
plishes so little, both of which are an 
aggravation to the man who employs 
them. There is n happy medium be- 
tween these two extremes, that of the 
man who can intelligently size up a 
job of work and determine bow much 
of petty fussing and detail may be 
omitted in tlie doing of it, which being 
done is unprofitable thoroughness for 
his employer. There is so much wasted 
effort the doing of things in the most 
awkward and the hardest way, what 
we en 11 the uneducated, blundering way 
of doing things, when labor might be 
by the use of intelligence and fore- 
thought made a pleasure instead of a 
burden, as so many rate it. The educa- 
tion ot the eye. the ear, the hand, what 
may be termed mechanical dexterity, 
of the boy or girl does not receive suffi- 
cient attention in our usual school 
training. 


FARMERS AS SPECULATORS. 


We have always believed in selling 


farm products when tho price was fair 
and tho stuff ready. Once in awhile a 
man can make something by holding 
on and holding over for a turn in the 
market, but not often. The farmer is 
not built for a speculator and in tho 
main will do best to clean up and get 
rid of each year the stuff produced 
during the year. Wheat, corn and oth- 
er nonperishable stuff may be held 
with the absolute certainty that some 
time during a period of ten years such 
product will command a fancy price, 
but we have noticed that the men who 
so hold it never know enough to let go 
at the right time. Then when interest, 
taxes and rattage are charged off they 
seldom make a cent and often are 
heavy losers. We saw a six year old 
corucrib emptied not long since, and 
the rats bad destroyed over half the 
contents of the crib. 


The consumer of the farmer's prod- 


ucts Is tlie bin,! friend he has. and the 
nearer the consumer Is located to the 
farmer the belter U U for both of them. 
For this reason e\ery farmer should 
take a live Interest In any movement 
having for Its olijei I (lie location of 
tiny sort of manufacturing plant in his

The Connty Deputy. 


From an article in the Rural New 


Yorker by J. W. Barrow we make the 
following extract: 


The growth of the Order of Patrons 


of Husbandry depends very largely on 
the efficiency of the work performed 
by the county deputies. This is one of 
the most important positions in the 
Order, and tlie best men in each, coun- 
ty, the best organizers, the most influ- 
ential and energetic, tbe ablest in men- 
tal equipment, should be chosen as dep- 
uties. Much depends on tbe grange 
getting the right start, and without a 
faithful, intelligent and hard working 
deputy thus to start it the chances are 
that it will have a puny, weakly 
growth. No grange should be organ- 
ized and then left alone "to work out 
its own salvation." The wise deputy 
will make frequent visits upon it for 
instruction and to help in various 
ways. Once started right, ita progress 
will be easier and surer. 


Ohio'* Co-operative Department. 
The Ohio state grange co-operative 


department is a live institution. Prizes 
were offered by that grange for the 
four subordinate granges whose pur- 
chases were greatest during the year. 
'What they did is an index of what 
the trade of the granges of Ohio is 
worth or would be worth did every 
grange make so good a use of the op- 
portunity offered through this depart- 
ment as these four granges have made 
the past year. The combined purchases 
of these four granges amounted to 
$13,340.17, the average of which would 
be $3.837.20. There are more than 400 
granges in Ohio. Suppose 400 of them 
bad each averaged $3.000 worth of 
trade orders for our financial agent to 
contract for last year—$1,200.000 worth 
of business. This would make the Ohio 
state grange trade worth contracting 
to supply, in the opinion of the Ohio 
Farmer. 


The Grnnsc a Teacher. 


Elbert Hubbard says, '-The teacher 


is one who ruak'cs two ideas grow 
where there was only one before." If 
his definition is correct the grange 
must come near being a teacher of 
men. 
The benefit we derive from a 


grange meeting is not so much the 
number of abstract facts we pick up 
from the discussions as it is in the im- 
pulse it gives us to think for ourselves. 
Anything which will crack our shell 
of indifference and mediocrity and set 
us thinking for ourselves is worth 
while. It is not necessary that we ac- 
cept as gospel all the statements we 
hear in the grange meeting.

makes us think'we will be able to sift 
the wheat from the chaff, and it will 
prevent us getting into a rut and will 
all the time lead us toward ultimate 
truth.—G. A. F.

Ball of the de- 
partment of agriculture. that a wtate- 
im-nt concerning Its cultivation should 
be made for the Information of those 
who may be interested iu green fodder 
crops. Mr. Ball ssays in farmers' bul- 
letin Xo. 168 that the following eoui- 
HK»:I names have been applied to pearl 
millet iu the United States at different 
limes: Indian millet, Egyptian millet, 
horse millet, Japan millet, Maud's 
\Vonder, Maud's Wonder forage plant. 
pearl millet. Peucilaria. I'encilluria or 
i'eulcillarla and Pencillaria Zeaoides. 


Very large claims have been made 


n» to the productiveness and value of 
Pencilaria or the Wonder forage plant. 
The department of agriculture hist 
season procured seed of millet sold 
under different names from as nauny 
seedsmen as possible and, growing 
them, found the resulting plants iden- 
tical except for some minor differences 
of *ize aim branching habit. 


Se«d gowiny. 


Seed should not be sowed until all 


danger of frost is past and the ground 
has become warm. 
Care should be 


taken that seed be not covered too 
deeply when drilled, about half an 
inch being sufficient. 
When broad- 


casted either the seed should be lightly 
harrowed in or the land should be 
roiled after planting. Where seed is 
sown broadcast no cultivation is pos- 
sible. 
Where the seed is drilled it 


should be cultivated the same as corn 
and similar crops until its size renders 
this both impossible and unnecessary. 
If soil moisture is not abundant 
enough it is best to continue surface 
or shallow cultivation, and thus pre- 
vent evaporation. Similar cultivation 
may be given between cuttings as re- 
quired. Hand hoeing may be "neces- 
sary to remove weeds from the rows. 


Yield of Poriige. 


One of the striking features of many 


>f the recent accounts and advertise- 
ments of this plant is the glowing 
itatement of the enormous yields pearl 
nillet commonly produces. 
Yields of 


'rom 75 to 100 tons of green forage per 
icre are said to be quite the ordinary 
eturns. As a matter of fact, wheu a 
food stand is secured pearl millet ex- 
eeds in productiveness the ordinary 
weet sorghum or cane and also the 
onsaecharine sorghums. Among the 
ucculent soiling crops it is probably 
xceeded only by teosinte in the num- 
er of tons of green forage produced. 
Of the recorded yields of green and 
ry forage about 40 tons is the heav- 
sst yield of green fodder and 16.4 tons 
!e largest yield of dry or cured forage. 
Wonderful as are these yields, they do 
ot at all substantiate the extravagant 
nd misleading claims made for pearl 
Lillet as it is sold under high sounding 
allies. 


Note* From the Farm Journal.

Thiu out the plants when 
y reach the four leaf stage.

HANDLING HAY. 


Fine Alf«U» Pole Stacker—Br^t Lo- 


ratio* For the Stuck Yard. 


The picture shows a device quite 


tonituonly used for stacking alfalfa In 
ihis country. 
The upright piece is 


made to turn freely, and the pulley at 
the base to so placed that as Uie load 
is drawn up the rope, pulls the arm 
around so that the hay is deposited in 
the middle of the stack, on which one or 
two men are employed after the jag is 
•lumped. The pole is from 7 to 20 feet 
high to the revolving casting. From 
the revolving easting to the top of the 
pole is from 7 to 8 feet. The short 
arm at the top is i» feet long and the 
long arm is 10 feet. The lower braces 
are about iSi-Vfeet long, while the sled 
is 10 feet each "way b&tween upright 
braces. The runners are made of 3 by 
7 stuff and are about 13 feet long alxo-

gether. The chief advantage of this 
stacker is that it can be moved easily. 
After iinishing one stack a team can 
be hitched on and in twenty minutes 
be working on a new stack. One of 
these machines has been used at the 
Minnesota'station for years with en- 
tire satisfaction, and they are to bo 
seen on ranches nil over Colorado, 
where the idea originated, says the 
Denver Field and Farm in presenting 
the cut. 


According to the same authority, 


much good alfalfa land is spoiled each 
year by the carelessness and misman- 
agement of those who grow the crop. 
It is a common sight to see two or 
three old stack yards lying idle through 
an alfalfa field, each one of which may 
occupy from a quarter to half an aero, 
and in many cases where the stacks 
are located singly or in pairs scattered 
over the field we see the tenants each 
year selecting a new place to build 
the stack, perhaps close by an old, de- 
serted spot where a rick stood the year 
before. Men who have had experience 
in baling hay say that it can be taken 
up much cleaner and there is less 
waste when it has been stacked on a 
bare piece of ground than when a piece 
of growing alfalfa has been covered. 
Old stack butts should be hauled out 
or burned and the same space used 
each season for stacking the crop. 
With land valued at $50 to !?200 an 
acre and hay selling at tho present 
prices, farmers can ill afford to waste 
so much land for building new stack 
yards, 
especially 
whore the laud 


wasted is in good crop and ready to 
produce money at once.

The "Wood Lot. 


Probably never before was so much 


thought given to the fuel and timber 
question as now. It is a matter that 
concerns every farmer, and wo should 
not stop hero, but should take some 
action in the matter that will result 
in the starting of timber plantations, 
groves and the preservation of some of 
the forest growth already on our 
farms. Most of our farms have a por- 
tion of land that is better adapted to 
the growing of wood and timber than 
to anything else, and care should be 
exercised that sucB places be planted 
to valuable varieties of trees. It will 
add greatly to the beauty and value of 
the farm. Now is the time of all the 
year to make a start in this direction. 
Let a few trees at least bo set out, to 
add beauty to the landscape and value 
to the farm, and iu very many in- 
stances it will be advisable to plant 
trees on a much more extensive scale 
for the purpose of furnishing timber 
and wood to supply needs that arc 
sure to come. The forests of the coun- 
try are being used up very rapidly, 
and wood and lumber are increasing 
in value every year. Hemlock lumber 
has nearly doubled in price in the last 
ten years. Are these things not worth 
the serious consideration of the Amer- 
ican farmer?—Cor. National Stockman. 


THE SOY DEAN. 


Hay. 


Farmers will find It an advantage to 


grade their hay at harvest time, put- 
ting the different kinds of qualities by 
themselves, where they can be had as 
wanted. This Is particularly desirable 
where dairies are kept and the best is 
wanted for the cows.

Dry weather does not affect this plant 
as (ji'ieklj as the ordinary field beans 
and peas, as it withstands drought 
much better than corn, being ranked 
with Kaffir corn as a drought resisting 
plant. 


Those methods of soil preparation 


which give the best results with a crop 
of field beans will under ordinary con- 
ditions give equally satisfactory re- 
sults with this crop. Thorough plow- 
Ing and harrowing should be given so 
as to leave the land smooth and free 
from rubbish in order to facilitate the 
planting and subsequent care of the 
crop. Plowing should be delayed un- 
til just previous to planting, the best 
time for which is when the ground is 
thoroughly warm and before the hot 
weather commences to dry it, which is 
immediately after the time for plant- 
ing corn. 


Planting tbe Soy B«nB. 


Planting may be made at intervals 


from the 20th of May until July 1. but 
satisfactory results are often obtained 
when the seed is not planted until after 
the removal of an early grain crop. 
On many soils it will not pay to make 
applications of manures containing 
large quantities of nitrogen, as in sev- 
eral tests conducted at this station the 
Increase in yield has not been sufficient 
to pay for the additional cost of the 
nitrogen. 
It will not be wise, how- 


ever, to attempt the growth of this 
crop in soils deficient in potash and 
phosphoric 
acid, unless these sub- 


stances are added. Potash in muriate 
gives good results, while as a source 
of phosphoric acid dissolved bone or 
fine ground bone will give satisfactory 
returns upon soils which are not too 
deficient in lime, but on those which 
show a greater lack of lime more sat- 
Isfaetoiy results may be obtained by 
the use of slag moal or floats.—G. E. 
Adams, Rhode Island Experiment Sta- 
tion.

Weed* of Creeping Hmbtt. 


There is another class or weeds 


which are very shallow looted and sue- ] 
coed even under cli.se mowing because 
of their creeping habits or because of . 
the abundant production of seed on 
prostrate stems. 
The orange hawk- i 


weed, or paint brush (Hieraciuui an- 
ranliacuin), smaller crab grass (Pani- 
cuui linearoi and common chickweed 
(Stellariu media) are throe of the more 
'troublesome of this class. Salt, when 
properly applied, is a perfect remedy 
against the hawkweod. It has seemed 
worth while to try it along with vari- 
ous different remedies and methods 
against the other two weeds. The out- 
come in the case of the crab grass has 
not favored the use of salt, but with 
the ehiekweoi! it has proved a very 
satisfactory herbicide, as the following 
accounts will show: 


That Exu«i»eratinir Chlvktrved. 
First.—Treatment either by raking or 


by sowing of salt or both combined 
were far more effective against chick- 
weed when made the last week of June 
than when made earlier in Juno, In 
May or in the lato autumn. This was 
possibly in part due to the fact that the 
growth of chickweed was farther ad- 
vanced and doubtless in part to the 
drier and hotter weather prevailing 
then and immediately thereafter. 


Second.—Tearing out the chickweed 


at this time (.Tune 25) by a thorough 
raking followed by the raking iu of an 
abundant seeding of grass destroyed 
most, but not all, of tho pest. 


Third,—The application at a dry time 


(Juno 2.">) of two quarts of salt to the 
square rod. followed by tho thorough 
raking out of tho chiekweed and by u 
liberal sowing of grass seed well raked 
in was completely successful in exter- 
minating fho chickweed and in secur- 
ing a full stand of grass. 


We suggest that any one employing 


salt on a lawn do so cautiously and on 
a small scale at first as tho effects will 
doubtless vary somewhat with soil and 
season.

Ideal Strawberry Cultivation. 


The ideal 
method of cultivating 


strawberries, according to one author- 
ity, Is to have the land ut all times in 
about the condition it would be If 
worked with a garden rake, and this 
can onto* bo secured when tools with 
narrow teeth arc used. If the soil is 
Inclined lo bake it will often be ad- 
visable to break the crust that forms 
about the plants after a rain, and dur- 
ing the season it should not bo neglect- 
ed whenever necessary to keep down 
the woods and prevent the formation 
of a crust. As n substitute for the hoe 
a light potato hook is reeoinmended, 
as tills can be imed to Work closely 
about the plants without danger of in- 
juring them and will leave the surface1 
in bettor condition than the hoe. 


When to Trim Shade Tree*.
